l. Rcfarence is made to requeet dated 31 January 1967
concerning Subject, The (iles of this office contain the xol.lowing
information.

2. Subject is the World War II colonel in the Schutz Staffel,
‘which was the elits guard of the Nazi Party . He was the Hberator
of MUSSOLINI from imprisonment in 1943 at the time of the Italian
Government's capitulation to the Allies. The following is a brief
sketch of his life prior to the end of the war:

| : a. 1932-joined the Nazi Party (NSDAP).
b. 1934-joined the Schutz Staffel (SS).

¢. 1940-joined the Waf(en SS, which was the
permanently embodied and militarised
_ units of the SS.

d. . 1943-85 Obersturmfuchrer (Lieutenant) with
. the SS division "Das Reich" in ance. the
Balkauns, and the Soviat Union,
Wt st W, \ :
e. l%l-allmed tohnvenle ithe commando unit
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that liberated MUSSOLINI; recelved a dec-
oration and promotion to rajor for it.

1944.appointed head of Militarisches Amt,

which was & department of the Reichssicherheit~
shaupt-Amt, which was the headquartess of

the Sacurity Service and Security Pollce.

1944-Commandant of special Walfen ss tnlnlng
. eamp at Oranionberg for parachute training.

May 1945-captured by the United States Army.

3. Reports concerning Subject's activities have been received
from all over the world. These reports are dated from the end of °
World War II to the present and conasist of coatradictory allegaticns.
A brief indication of Subject's alleged activities since World War II
ls outlined as follows:

“source, Subject was supposedly organizing a
group of old Nazis to fight Communism from
Spain if war should break out; this was al- .
legedly done with FRANCO's blegsing.

reported to be in Egypt to sell arms.to NASSAR.

January 1953-According to thé same source as:.
in "b* abové, Subject was allegedly commiasioned
by the Egyptain gov ernment to traln commaado
untia to fight the British in the Suez canal zone.

April 1955-According to a fairly reliable source,:

. Subject was allegedly engaged by the Egyptiana

to reorganizo their intelligence ssrvice.

November 1956-Accordlng to ‘an usually reuable

‘source, Subject was rumored to have gone to.

Cairo, where he was to run NASSAR's anti-semitic
program. .
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{. - January 196l-According to o newspaper report
of unknown reliability, Subject was allegedly
training a group of Katangan commandos in
Spajn,

8- March 196l-According to & source of unknown
-reliabllity, Subject wans allegedly iavolved in a
plot to kidnap CASTRO.,

4. Ina nport dated 17 Auguct 1961 a staff officer of thh ofnco.
who s personally aquainted with Subject, was of the opiniod’that Sub-
Ject waas aot hoavily involved in intelligence activities. In this act-
ivity Subject gave the impression of a "bull in a china shop." .The

-+ staff officer went oo to state that Subject talked too much and too

vociferously in any group, regardless of privacy. When Subject was
coutacted and asksd what he had to say about the many allegations
made concerning his involvement in intelligence activity and arms
deals, he stated that this was probably because of his great many
coatacts in the lnhlllaence world. He oxplained this as being a re-
sult of hia friends made during the Second World War whue bhe was
actlvely involved in Intelligence.

" 8. According to a report dated Janvary 1960 t:om a" orn_w
Pou-h Security Service (UB) staff officer who is delcribed very -

.:~reliable, Subject was believed to have been recruited as a collaborator
by one ABAKUMOYV of the Committee of State Security (KGB). In
"1944 this recruitment was reportedly accomplished in the course of

Soviet efforts to capture and utilize to their own ends a long term
Nazi stay behind network, To what extent the Scviets succeeded in
this plan is wakaown. : ‘

6. According to a report dated 8 April 1963 trom a former

KGB. ‘staff officer who 1s described as a’ reliable source, Subject was

a target of the KGB. Source stated that Subject bad been the target of
the KGB both during the Second World War and afterwards. Butto
bis knowledge the KGB had not succeeded in recruiting Subject as late
as 1953. :

7. This memorandum is a summary of previouaA disseminations

However, despite the ava‘lhbuny;o'l extensive data it
doss not appear feasible to draw valld conclusions concesning the
vdal purpose of Subject's activities or the natures of his loyalities,
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
